SUBJECT i Acccraplishaents of the Princeton Meeting of 

11 May 1952 


1. Attached hereto is a draft statement concerning U.s. foreign 
policy which was worked out at the conclusion of the Princeton meting 
on 11 May, which was attended by representatives of the Departmen t of 
State (Messra. Pohlen and Joyce), CIA (Messrs. Dulles , MCFE 25X1A 
(Messrs. Miller, C. D. Jackson, Berle, and Lang, «t al) and certain 
others. This statement is being considered by the Department of State 
with a view to determining its acceptability aa an enunciation of 
American policy with respect to the satellite nations of Eastern Europe and 
the USSR. The HCFE-SFB people insist that unless there is some such 
enunciation of policy concerning Eastern Europe, it will not be much 
longer possible for thorn to put any real meat or substance into their 
program. They feel that the eld veins have been almost completely 
worked out and that they are faced with the loss and even the alienation 
of their listening audiences unless they can embark on new lines, which 
in turn must rest upon and ring the changes on a clearer statement of 
D.S. policy than is contained in any single existing statement or document. 


2. In connection with the paper which you are cinrreatly working on 25X1 A 
for the Stevens Strat egic PlawiingL Grot^, I have already suggested that 
you avail yourself of the var ious records wh ich were made of the Princ eton 
discussions and conclusions. ■■■■■■■ of the FSB and ■■■■■■ ars 
both believed to have soxao notes which might be pullsd together into a 25X1 A 
written record of the high spots.
